Rules   and  Regulations 


WHEREAS,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  passed  Act  No.  14, 
approved  the  13th  day  of  April,  1942,  known  as  the  "Air  Raid  Precautions  Act,"  which  declares 
it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense  to  take  such  precautionary  measures  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  safety,  defense  and  protection  of  the  civilian  population  and  property  of  the 
Commonwealth,  with  respect  to  air  raids,  and  empowers  the  State  Council  of  Defense  to  adopt, 
promulgate  and  enforce  rules,  regulations  and  orders  for  these  purposes,  which  are  to  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  formed  a  part  of  the  said  Air  Raid  Precautions  Act,  and  the  viola- 
tion thereof  is  to  be  subject  to  the  penalties  as  provided  in  Section  9  of  said  act. 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  does,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  Act  No.  14,  approved  April  13, 
1942,  adopt  and  promulgate  the  follov/ing  rules  and  regulations,  and  rescinds  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations heretofore  issued  inconsistent  herewith: 

Definitions.  The  following  words  and  phrases,  when  used  in  any  rule,  regulation  or  order 
subsequently  adopted  and  promulgated,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  shall  have 
the  following  meanings  ascribed  to  them: 

The  "State  Council  of  Defense  Act"  shall  mean  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved  March  19,  1941,  P.  L.  6. 

The  "Air  Raid  Precautions  Act"  shall  mean  the  Act  approved  the  13th  day  of  April,  1942, 
Act  No.  14. 

"Local  and  District  Councils  of  Defense"  shall  mean  such  councils  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  approved  the  19th  day  of  March,  1941,  (P.  L.  6)  • 

"Municipal  Agencies"  shall  mean  and  include  police,  fire,  sanitation,  sewer,  water,  engineer- 
ing and  all  other  regular  municipal  agencies  manned  by  officers  and  employes  of  a  political  sub- 
division of  the  Commonwealth,  charged  with  duties  and  responsibilities  in  connection  with  civilian 
protection. 

"Volunteer  Agencies"  shall  mean  and  include  air  raid  wardens,  auxiliary  police,  auxiliary  fire- 
men, rescue  squads,  medical  forces,  nurses'  aides,  repair  crews,  decontamination  corps,  demolition 
crews  and  all  other  civilian  protection  forces  and  services  charged  with  duties  and  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  civilian  protection. 

"Political  subdivision"  shall  mean  any  county,  city,  borough,  incorporated  town  and  township. 

"Attack"  shall  mean  all  conditions  of  hostile  air  raid  attack. 

"Drill"  shall  mean  air  raid  drill  and  practice  blackout.

Rule  I 


County  Councils  of  Defense 

County  councils  of  defense  shall  be  responsible  for  the  following  functions  in  the  county,  and 
other  local  councils  of  defense  within  the  county  shall  cooperate  with  the  county  councils  in  the 
discharge  of  these  functions  and  perform  such  duties  assigned  to  them  herein: 

(a)  Establishment  of  a  centrally  located  office  accessible  to  the  public,  where  all  rules,  regu- 
lations and  orders  may  be  made  available  for  inspection  in  compliance  with  clause  (b)  of  Section 
3  of  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Act. 

(b)  Distribution  to  all  subcommittees  of  the  county  councils  of  defense,  and  to  the  local  and 
district  councils  of  defense,  of  communications,  rules,  regulations,  instructions,  publications  and 
orders  which  it  receives  from  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  and  acting  as  a  channel  or  chain  of 
communication  between  the  local  and  district  councils  of  defense  and  the  State  Council  of  Defense. 

(c)  Reception  of  air  raid  warnings  from  the  Filter  Center  and  transmission  of  these  warn- 
ings to  the  local  and  district  councils  of  defense  and  other  agencies  and  institutions  within  the 

•  Air  Raid  Warning  District. 

(d)  Establishment  and  maintenance  of  one  or  more  Control  Centers,  at  places  designated  or 
approved  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instructions  and  commands  to 
the  civilian  defense  forces  during  attacks  and  drills,  and  the  designation  of  similar  control  centers  in 
other  political  subdivisions  established  by  local  councils  of  defense  other  than  counties. 

(e)  Coordination  of  the  civilian  protection  work  and  activities  of  the  various  local  councils 
of  defense  within  the  county  so  as  to  eliminate  duplication  and  overlapping,  and  the  institution  of 
provisions  for  the  defense  of  any  areas  in  the  county  not  included  in  the  areas  of  local  councils 
of  defense. 

(f)  Supervising  and  directing  cooperation  between  political  subdivisions  within  the  county 
regarding  the  use  of  personnel  and  equipment  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  the  Air  Raid  Precau- 
tions Act. 

(g)  Procuring  from  the  local  councils  of  defense  and  municipal  agencies  reports  on  civilian 
defense  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense. 

(h)  Establishment  and  administration  of  a  system  of  protective  training  for  the  members 
of  the  volunteer  agencies  in  the  courses  of  training  as  outlined  and  provided  by  the  State  Council 
of  Defense,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  and  certification  of  persons 
qualified  to  receive  arm  band  insignia  and  identification  cards. 

(i)  Subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  the  county  councils  of  de- 
fense shall  have  authority  to  hold  drills,  mobilizations  and  inspections  of  the  municipal  and  volun- 
teer agencies  within  the  county  and  to  require  the  cooperation  of  local  and  district  councils  of  de- 
fense in  such  practices. 

(j)  Subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  the  county  councils  of  de- 
fense shall  have  authority  to  authorize  local  and  district  councils  of  defense  to  hold  drills,  mobili- 
zations and  inspections  of  the  municipal  and  volunteer  agencies  within  political  subdivisions. 

(k)  The  county  councils  of  defense  shall  hold  regular  meetings,  at  least  twice  a  month,  and 
shall  require  local  councils  of  defense  to  hold  regular  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting 
civilian  defense  organization  and  reporting  on  the  status  of  the  protective  measures.

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RULE  II 


Street  and  Highway  TraflSc  Control 

Subject  to  the  regulations  set  forth  herein,  County  Councils  of  Defense  and  local  Councils  of 
Defense  in  cooperation  with  State  and  Municipal  Police  Forces  shall  formulate  plans  for  the  con- 
trol of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  street  and  highway  traffic  during  drill  or  attack. 


(1)  During  drill  or  attack,  after  an  air  raid  alarm  has  been  given  or  notification  of  such  is 
received  from  a  peace  officer  until  the  all  clear  signal  is  sounded,  no  person  excepting  authorized 
Federal,  State  and  municipal  governmental  officials,  members  of  the  United  States  Citizens  De- 
fense Corps,  Civilian  Defense  Auxiliary  Groups  and  others  having  specific  authority  of  the  State 
or  local  Councils  of  Defense,  shall  be  permitted  to  move  about  outdoors.  All  persons  coming  with- 
in these  restrictions  shall,  upon  receipt  of  an  air  raid  alarm,  immediately  seek  shelter  and  remain 
therein  until  the  all  clear  signal  is  given. 


(2)  During  drill  or  attack  from  the  time  the  air  raid  signal  is  given  or  notification  of  such 
is  received  from  a  peace  officer  until  the  all  clear  signal  is  given  thereafter,  only  emergency 
vehicles  shall  be  permitted  to  move.  These  shall  include  the  following:  Military  vehicles;  ve- 
hicles used  by  Federal,  State  and  municipal  governmental  officials  authorized  by  the  State  or 
local  Councils  of  Defense,  vehicles  used  by  the  United  States  Citizens  Defense  Corps,  Civilian  De- 
fense Auxiliary  Groups  and  such  other  vehicles  as  may  be  permitted  to  move  on  authorization  by 
State  or  local  Councils  of  Defense  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
and  further,  subject  to  the  condition  that  all  such  vehicles  are  equipped  with  markings  and  black- 
out lighting  equipment  approved  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense. 


(3)    Operators  of  all  other  vehicular  traffic  shall: 


(a)  Immediately  draw  to  the  side  of  the  road  or  street 
and  stop  in  such  manner  and  in  such  place  so  as  not  to  ob- 
struct the  reasonable  use  of  the  road  or  street  for  traffic  mov- 
ing in  either  direction  unless  on  a  one  way  street  in  which  case 
the  left  lane  shall  be  kept  clear,  or  any  intersecting  road  or 
street,  fire  hydrant,  or  police  or  fire  station  driveway,  hospital 
or  first  aid  station  or  other  emergency  driveway. 


(b)    Extinguish  all  lights. 


(c)  Lock  the  ignition  of  such  vehicle,  but  shall  not,  in 
any  case,  lock  the  doors  of  such  vehicle  if  left  unattended. 


(d)  Set  the  hand  brake  of  such  vehicle,  then  immedi- 
ately seek  indoor  shelter,  or  if  no  shelter  is  available  lie  flat  on 
ground  while  attack  is  actually  in  progress. 


(4)  Upon  the  sounding  of  the  air  raid  alarm  or  upon  notification  by  a  peace  officer  or 
air  raid  warden  all  bicyclists  shall  immediately  dismount,  place  the  bicycle  where  it  is  not  in  path 
of  any  pedestrian  or  vehicle,  and  go  to  the  nearest  indoor  shelter — if  none  is  available,  lie  flat 
on  the  ground  while  attack  is  actually  in  progress. 


(5)  When  the  air  raid  alarm  is  sounded, 
driven  to  the  right  hand  curb  or  into  a  vacant 
unhitched  and  firmly  tied  by  a  rope.  The  driver 


a  horse  driven  wagon  or  ridden  animal  shall  be 
lot,  the  wagon  securely  immobilized  and  horse 
or  rider  shall  then  seek  shelter. 


(6)  Upon  the  sounding  of  the  air  raid  alarm,  or  upon  notification  by  a  peace  officer  or  air 
raid  warden,  all  operators  of  street  cars  shall: 

(a)  Proceed  with  car  to  the  next  stop  or  near  side  of 
main  street  intersection — then  stop  clear  of  street  intersection, 
fire  house  or  police  station. 

(b)  Open  doors  of  car  and  announce  to  passengers  that 
an  air  raid  warning  has  been  sounded.  Request  passengers  to 
seek  shelter. 

(c)  Issue  emergency  transfers  to  passengers  to  permit 
them  to  re-board  car  after  ALL  CLEAR  signal. 

(d)  Set  hand  brake. 

(e)  After  air  raid  warning  sirens  and  whistles  have 
stopped  blowing,  turn  off  all  light,  heater,  air  compressor  and 
other  electrical  switches. 

(f )  Stay  with  car  until  ALL  CLEAR  signal  sounds,  un- 
less attack  occurs  in  immediate  vicinity,  under  which  condi- 
tions operators  may  seek  shelter. 

(7)  During  the  period  of  such  air  raid  alarm,  parking  regulations  pertaining  to  lights, 
time  limits,  loading  zones,  distances  from  intersections  and  parking  in  prohibited  zones  shall  be 
suspended  except  insofar  as  their  violation  may  constitute  a  violation  of  these  regulations. 

(8)  The  above  rules  shall  also  apply  to  buses  operating  as  common  carriers  with  the  excep- 
tion that  such  vehicles  shall  immediately  draw  to  the  side  of  the  road  or  street  and  stop  in  the 
manner  prescribed  above  for  other  vehicular  traffic. 

(9)  Upon  the  sounding  of  the  Air  Raid  Alarm  or  upon  notification  by  a  peace  officer  all  op- 
erators of  subway  and  elevated  trains  shall  observe  the  following  regulations: 

(a)  Stop  trains  or  car  at  next  station. 

(b)  Open  doors  and  announce  to  passengers  that  an  Air 
Raid  Warning  has  been  sounded.  Request  passengers  to  seek 
shelter. 

(c)  Issue  emergency  transfers  to  passengers  to  permit 
them  to  reboard  train  after  ALL  CLEAR  signal. 

(d)  Upon  instructions  operate  train  or  car  clear  of  plat- 
form to  permit  follower  to  unload. 

(e)  Set  hand  brakes  on  all  cars. 

(f)  After  all  passengers  desiring  to  leave  train  or  car 
have  been  unloaded,  turn  off  all  light,  heater  and  air  compres- 
sor switches.  Guard  will  turn  off  rear  marker  lights  on  last 
car. 

(10)  During  blackouts  when  no  air  raid  signal  has  been  given,  all  traffic  may  move  if  equipped 
with  approved  blackout  lighting  equipment  at  a  speed  of  not  more  than  twenty  miles  per  hour. 

(11)  During  blackouts  when  no  air  raid  signal  has  been  given  all  pedestrians  moving  about 
outdoors  will  do  so  in  accordance  with  rules  adopted  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense  excepting  those 
persons  above  authorized  as  being  not  subject  to  the  rule  of  seeking  shelter  during  drill  or  attack. 

(12)  Blackout  lighting  equipment  for  use  on  emergency  and  other  vehicles  authorized  to  move 
under  these  rules  during  drill  or  attack  may  not  be  purchased,  sold  or  used  except  by  written 
authorization  of  the  State  and  local  Councils  of  Defense.  This  rule  shall  also  be  applicable 
to  the  sale  of  blackout  lighting  equipment  for  use  on  other  vehicles  when  permitted  to  move  during 
blackouts  when  no  air  raid  alarm  has  been  given  or  drill  is  in  progress. 

(13)  Designation  of  emergency  vehicles  shall  be  made  by  the  State  or  local  Councils  of  De- 
fense upon  receipt  of  written  application  and  shall  be  granted  by  indorsing  upon  the  back  of  the 
authorized  identification  card  of  any  member  of  the  U.  S.  Citizens  Defense  Corps  or  Civilian 
Defense  Auxiliary  Group  the  words  "Authorized  Emergency  Vehicle"  and  signed  by  the  proper 
official  of  the  State  or  local  Council  of  Defense.  Other  emergency  vehicles  shall  be  furnished  with 
permits  in  such  form  as  the  State  or  local  Council  of  Defense  may  establish. 

The  designation  of  "Emergency  Vehicle"  shall  be  limited  to  vehicles  necessary  to  the  efficient 
administration  of  drill  or  defense  against  attack  having  due  regard  to  size  and  density  of  popu- 
lation of  the  municipality  and  the  actual  or  potential  situation  as  related  to  streets  and  highways 
within  the  area. 
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(14)  Municipal  police  shall  be  responsible  for  Control  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

(15)  The  Pennsylvania  Motor  Police  shall  be  responsible  for  control  on  rural  highways  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  in  urban  areas  and  townships  in  which  no  organized  police  forces  are  available. 

(16)  The  auxiliary  police  and  the  air  raid  wardens  of  the  United  States  Citizens  Defense 
Corps  shall  have  the  powers  of  peace  officers  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  rules,  regulations 
and  orders  adopted,  and  promulgated  pursuant  to  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Act,  provided  however, 
that  such  powers  shall  not  be  exercised  or  performed  by  them  except  while  they  are  on  active 
duty  and  displaying  an  authorized  identifying  badge  or  insignia  during  air  raid  drill  or  attack. 

(17)  _  In  the  event  an  area  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  becomes  a  theater  of 
active  military  operations  the  above  named  police  traffic  control  authorities  will  be  coordinated 
and  directed  by  military  authorities  administering  martial  law  in  the  theater. 

(18)  Military  vehicles  and  emergency  vehicles  shall  have  general  right  of  way  over  all  other 
traffic  immediately  prior  to,  during  and  immediately  subsequent  to  drill  or  attack. 

(19)  Nothing  contained  in  these  regulations  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  regulate  traffic  upon 
public  highways  and  streets  at  times  other  than  during  attack  and  drill. 

The  above  rules,  regulations  and  orders  are  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  Section  3  (a)  of  Act  No.  14,  approved  the 
13th  day  of  April,  1942,  known  as  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Act. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  Section  9  of  said  Act  provided  that  any  person  violating 
any  of  these  rules,  regulations  and  orders  is  upon  conviction  thereof,  subject  to  a  fine  and  im- 
prisonment.

TEI-ffORlRY  RULE  III      GOVERNING  CONTROL  OF  ILLUT.ilNATION  DURING  PRACTICE 

BLACKOUT  ON  JUNE  23d,  24.th,  and  25th,  19^ 

I 

The  following  instructions  for  the  control  of  artificial  lighting  during  the 
State-wide  blackout  on  June  23,  24-,  and  25  are  divided  into  lighting  requirements 
during  the  partial  blackout  from  dusk  to  dawn,  and  during  the  total  blackout  which 
will  be  for  an  unannounced  one-half  hour  period.    Dusk  to  davm  shall  be  considered 
as  8^30  P.M.  to  5s 00  A.M,,  Eastern  War  Time, 

The  activities  in  any  community  may  be  segregated  into  ten  (10 )  different 
classifications  with  respect  to  lighting  requirements  during  a  partial  blackout  and 
during  the  total  blackout.    These  requirements  are  as  follows s 

A.    PARTIAL  BIACKOUT    -    DUSK  to  DAWN    ~    St30  P.M.  to  5; 00  A.M. 

Al„     Individual.     Individuals  (pedestrians)  shall  proceed  with  their 
normal  habits  insofar  as  practicable.     If  flashlights  are  used, 
they  shall  be  equipped  v/ith  a  covering  of  red  cellophane  or  a 
suitable  substitute  red  material.    The  beam  of  light  shall  not 
project  for  a  distance  exceeding  ten  (lO)  feet.    Never  point  a 
flashlight  upvirard,  and  keep  the  light  on  for  only  a  few  seconds 
at  any  one  time.    Do  not  point  light  at  any  smooth  surface  ?/hich 
will  readily  reflect  light.    Any  open  fires  that  are  burning  shall 
be  extinguished.    No  additional  fires  shall  be  started. 
Residential.    Customary  habits  and  routine  shall  be  followed  as 
nearly  as  possible. 

Compliance  with  these  requirements,  \7hich  necessitate  a  blackout 
of  dwellings  from  dusk  to  davm,  may  be  accomplished  by  either  of 
the  following  methods; 

(a)  Extinguish  all  lights.    This  method  is  not  generally 
recommended  as  it  disrupts  home  life  and  lowers  morale. 

(b)  Obscure  all  .lights  to  prevent  any  refl^^ctions  on  the 
outside  which  might  be  visible  to  the  enemy.    A  slight 
indication  through  a  shaded  windov;  that  a  dim  light  is 
biiming  within  will  be  permis sable  for  this  practice 
blackout.    Obscuration  may  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of 
paint J  adhesive  coverings,  screens  and  shutters 5  light 
locks,  or  any  other  means  which  will  prevent  the  normal 
interior  illumination  from  being  visible  on  the  outside. 
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At  least  one  room  so  eqiiipped  should  be  provided  in 
each  residence „    Use  obscuration  materials  that  are 
cheerful  in  color  on  the  interior  surface.  Provide 
for  ventilation. 
A3<.    Stores,  Theatres,  Apartments,  Hotels  and  Public  Buildings. 

The  same  two  methods  used  for  meeting  blackout  requirements  as 
explained  under  "Residential"  are  also  applicable  to  this  divi- 
sion.    Interior  exit  lights  should  be  permitted  to  burn  during 
blackouts  J  v;ith  the  restriction  that  each  exit  light  shall  be 
so  located  or  shielded  as  to  screen  direct  light  from  falling 
on  vdndowSj  doors  or  other  openings,  and  that  it  shall  be 
equipped  with  one  Red  Lamp  of  not  more  than  15  watts. 
Buildings  of  the  theater  type  should  be  equipped  v;ith  blackout 
tested  illuminated  directional  signs  to  exits  and  first-aid 
posts. 

A4..    Factories  and  Industrial  Buildings.     Industries  engaged  in  pro- 
duction for  the  Vfar  or  Navy  Department  are  not  required  to 
participate  in  a  partial  blackout,  but  all  superfluous  lights 
should  be  extinguished.     The  Army  or  the  Navy  give  blackout 
instructions  to  factories  producing  for  them. 
Any  industries  not  engaged  in  production  for  the  Yfer  or  Navy 
Department  are  required  to  follow  the  regulations  established 
in  Paragraph  A3, 

A5.    Utilities,  Municipal  Services  and  Hospitals,    All  units  in 
'    this  classification  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  in 
Paragraph  A3  with  the  specific  exception  of  those  utilities 
T/hich  are  not  capable  of  blacking  out  without  stopping  oper- 
ations.   The  services  rendered  by  utilities  must  continue 
during  a  blackout.     In  many  instances,  work  can  be  carried  on 
wi+Ji  nornal  lighting  extinguished  and  replaced  by  a  fev;  pro- 
perly shaded  lamps  so  screened  that  obscuration  of  vvindov/s 
and  roof  lights  is  unnecessary.  ^  ^ 

The  street  lighting  services  rendered  by  an  electric  utility, 
or  a  gas  utility  where  gas  lamps  are  still  in  use,  shall  not 
be  disturbed  during  the  partial  blackout. 

Hospitals  shall  provide  for  complete  obscuration  of  all  v/indows 
and  openings  where  normal  illumination  is  required  as  in  A3. 
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In  other  sections  of  the  buildings,  brov/n  paper  pasted  on 
the  x7indo\7s  will  satisfactorily  screen  the  dimmed  lights. 
A-uxiliary  lighting  units  should  be  available  in  all  oper- 
ating rooms. 

Continued  exemptions  to  participation  in  partial  blackouts 
by  certain  units  in  this  classification  v/ill  be  predicated 
on  their  active  preparations  to  completely  blackout  in  the 
event  it  is  so  ordered, 

A.6,      Railroad  Transportation.    Railroads  are  not  required  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  partial  blackout  v;ith  respect  to  the  lighting 
of  the  movable  conveyances  and  to  the  normal  lighting  of  the 
bare  minimum  facilities  \7hich  are  required  to  keep  these 
conveyances  moving  and  still  maintain  service.    The  parti- 
cipation of  railroads  in  the  blackout  is  governed  by  regu- 
lations from  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation,     The  con- 
trol of  street  cars  and  interurban  transportation  is  given  in 
Rule  II  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense, 

A7e      Motor  Transportation,    The  permissible  lighting  for  motor 

vehicles  has  been  established  in  Rule  II  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense, 

The  general  aids  to  movement  of  motor  vehicles  are  traffic 
signals,  safety  zones,  directional,  regulatory  and  v/arning 
signs  and  highway  markings.    During  a  partial  blackout,  these 
devices  shall  be  operated  as  under  normal  conditions. 

A8.      Water  Transportation.    Navigation  lights  for  v/ater  transportation 
consisting  of  channel  lighting  and  obstruction  lighting,  shall 
be  operated  in  the  normal  manner  during  a  partial  blackout.  Any

"blackout  room"  v/hich  v/ill  not  permit  even  a  glow  to  the  outside, 

B3.  Stores,  Theaters,  Apartments ,  Hotels  and  Public  Buildings.  Extinguish 
all  lights  except  those  v;hlch  r/ill  not  permit  even  a  glovj  to  the  out- 
side, 

B4.      Factories  and.  Industrial  Buildings.     Orders  for  the  extinguishment 
or  obscurement  of  lighting  in  industries  engaged  in  production  for 
the  Vfar  or  Navy  Department  v;ill  be  issued  by  the  Army  or  Navy,  All 
other  indiistrics  shall  blackout  as  described  in  Paragraph  A4.

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B7.      Motor  Transportation.    Traffic  signals  and  other  safety  de  ices  explained 
in  Paragraph  A7  shall  be  dimmed  or  extinguished  during  the  complete  black-^ 
out.    Two  recommended  methods  of  adapting  traffic  signals  to  meet  the 
blackout  requirements  are  as  follows i 

(a)  Reduce  the  applied  voltage  to  these  devices  to  approximately  0,2 
of  normal  rated  voltage. 

(b)  Extinguish  unnecessary  signals,    Tv/o  air  raid  wardens  or  other 
responsible  persons  shall  be  delegated  to  extinguish  each  unnecessary 
traffic  signal  within  two  minutes  after  the  air  raid  warning. 

Other  exterior  safety  illumination,  such  as  flashers,  signs,  panels, 
arrows,  etc.,  shall  be  reduced  so  that  the  signal  is  not  legible  for  m.ore 
than  one  hundred  (lOO')  feet  and  is  completely  inconspicuous  at  two  hun- 
dred fifty  (250')  feet„ 

Nothing  in  these  instructions  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
existing  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  pertain!;  .^^  to  the  oper- 
ation of  traffic  devices  during  normal  conditions. 

Signs  and  markings  normally  dependent  upon  incident  light  from 
street  lights  or  vehicles  may  be  prepared  for  blackout  conditions  by  the 
addition  of  luminescent  materials, 
B8.      Water  Transportation.    The  Office  of  Defense  Transportation  will  issue  the

The  above  rules,  regulations  and  orders  are  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  Section  3  (a) 
of  Act  No.  14.,  approved  the  13th  day  of  April,  1942,  known  as  the  Air  Raid  Pre- 
cautions Act. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  Section  9  of  said  Act  provided  that  any 
person  violating  any  of  those  rules,  regulations  and  orders  is  upon  conviction 
thereof,  subject  to  a  fine  and  imprisonment. 

During  the  one-half  hour  blackout  period,  these  regulations  pertaining  to 
lighting  shall  be  enforced.    During  the  balance  of  the  night,  while  the  partial 
blackout  is  in  effect,  the  local  officials  shall  warn  violators  of  their  failure 
to  comply  with  these  rules  and  regulations  and  institute  prosecutions  only  against 
those  T/ho  thereupon  refuse  or  fail  to  cooperate.

RULE  IV 
Air  Raid  Alarms 


(1)  The  audible  signal  for  sirens  for  air  raid  alarms  shall  be  a  fluctuating  or  warbling  note 
of  two  minutes  duration  for  varying  intervals  between  cycles,  to  conform  with  the  mechanical 
limitations  of  the  particular  instrument. 

(2)  The  audible  signal  for  air  horns  for  air  raid  alarms  shall  be  a  series  of  short  blasts 
of  five  seconds  duration  with  three  second  intervals  between  blasts  for  a  two  minute  period. 

(3)  The  audible  signal  for  all  clear  for  sirens  following  an  air  raid  alarm  shall  be  a  con- 
tinuous sound  of  two  minutes. 

(4)  The  audible  signal  for  all  clear  for  air  horns  following  an  air  raid  alarm  shall  be  a 
long  blast,  if  this  is  possible.  If  not  possible,  then  as  long  a  blast  as  is  within  the  capacity  of 
the  instrument,  repeated  at  twenty  second  intervals  for  a  two  minute  period. 

(5)  The  audible  signal  for  an  air  raid  attack  shall  be  sounded  only  upon  receipt  of  an  air 
raid  alarm  over  the  Civil  Air  Raid  Warning  System  of  the  First  Fighter  Command;  and  the 
audible  signal  for  an  air  raid  drill  shall  be  sounded  only  upon  instructions  from  the  State  Council 
of  Defense. 

(6)  Until  further  notice,  weekly  practice  or  test  alarms  shall  be  held  each  Saturday  at  12:05 
o'clock  noon  Eastern  War  Time.  The  U.  S.  Citizens  Defense  Corps  shall  not  be  mobilized  by 
these  test  alarms  and  no  attention  need  be  paid  to  these  test  alarms  by  the  general  public  until 
further  notice  as  the  test  alarms  are  held  to  test  the  mechanical  readiness  and  effectiveness  of 
the  alarms,  and  to  acquaint  the  public  with  said  alarms.  The  test  alai-ms  should  not  be  more 
than  20  seconds  in  duration  and  in  no  case  should  be  followed  by  an  "All  Clear"  signal. 

The  above  rules,  regulations  and  orders  are  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  it  by  Section  3(a)  of  Act  No.  14  approved  the  13th  day 
of  April,  1942,  known  as  the  "Air  Raid  Precautions  Act." 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  Section  9  of  said  act  provides  that  any  person  violating 
any  of  these  rules,  regulations  and  orders  is,  upon  conviction  thereof,  subject  to  a  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  Section  10  of  the  said  Air  Raid  Precautions  Act,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

"Section  10.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  utter 
any  false  air  raid  alarm  signal  or  warning  or  who  shall  simulate 
any  official  air  raid  signal  or  warning  or  shall  wilfully  break, 
injure  or  remove  any  mechanical  warning  or  signal  device  used 
therefor  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1000),  or  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
two  (2)  years,  or  both:  Provided,  however,  that  any  air  raid 
alarm  signal  or  warning  uttered  by  any  person  in  connection 
with  any  duly  authorized  air  raid  drill  or  practice  blackout  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  a  false  air  raid  alarm  signal  or  warning 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section."
